PROTEST GOVERNMENTAL POLICIES 


VISALIA — A statement by committeemen of the Farmers’ Home Administration in Tulare county has 
been sent to state and national legislators protesting governmental policies regulating operation of FHA, 
also to the relationship with other governmental agencies that have a bearing on FHA action. 

In its original intent, FHA was set up by the Federal government to finance rural-area individuals who 


needed financial assistance, but who could not qualify through regular financial channels; also for 
rural-community type of public projects that, because of tax base or other reasons, could not qualify for 
financing through private agencies. 

“As responsible business men, we find the intent of FHA a fine thing,” the statement by the 
committeemen said, but in actual practice they find - and list - “objectionable” regulations under which 
they are legally forced to operate. 

Committeemen issuing the statement are: Tom Shimaji, Harry C. Scruggs, and Tom Gist. They said: 

“As FHA Committeemen for Tulare County we wish to express our thoughts in regards to the various 
Government programs having a bearing on this agency and seemingly to be in direct conflict with the Aid to 
Needy Programs of one another. 

“With millions being spent on family planning, welfare rolls growing by leaps and bounds, 
unemployment the highest in years and the National Debt reaching such proportions that the interest alone 
is a staggering amount, we continue to admit 400,000 or more aliens a year into our country. 

“With pride in Citizenship at the lowest point in history these aliens are given most of the benefits 
including welfare or aid of every kind without exacting from them the responsibility of becoming a citizen. 

“As members of this Committee we are asked to make loans to people who have resided here for years 
without having made any effort toward becoming citizens or learning to speak our language. Many home 
loans are made to families totally on welfare and no provision made to secure that loan against the housing 
allotment of that Welfare grant. : 

“Keeping in mind that all FHA loans are poor risks when judged by accepted business standards, 
borrowers are given much too long a delinquency period, often letting payments build up to such a figure 
that it becomes almost impossible for the borrower to make up their past payments and leading others to 
think that the necessity: to pay is of little importance. 

“As responsible businessmen, we find the intent of FHA a fine thing. However, many of the rules we 
must abide by as Committeemen are contrary to our training and thinking, making us a part of abetting and 
adding to the problems outlined above.

of the Folsom South project, 
which will bring American river 
water into Sacramento and San 
Joaquin counties. It also will 
serve as a link in transporting 
water south to the East Side 
canal. 

Martin, a cattle rancher and 
diversified farmer, is a director 
of the Kings River Water 
association and serves on the 
executive board of the Irrigation 
Districts association of 
California. 

In accepting the post, Martin 
said a first order of business is to 
impress upon the state 
administration the urgent need 
for the East Side project as the 
only feasible means of insuring 
future water needs of the San 
Joaquin valley. 

Congressman B.F. Sisk, 
author of East Side legislation, 
has said until active support is 
forthcoming from the Reagan 
administration chances of 
favorable action by congress are 
remote.

The 
funds would provide for 
pre-construction activity on 
Reaches 3 and 4 extending from 
the Sacramento Municipal 
Utility district nuclear power 
plant at Clay, in southern 
Sacramento county, to southern 
San Joaquin county and 
ultimately to East Side areas.
